$100,000,000. 


COMMITTEE MAJORITY FOR CHANGE 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct, 23,—[Special.)~ 
Public ownership and complete government 
control of a system of reserve and rediscounht 
banking machinery was approved today by 
Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the Na- 
tional City bank of New York, who appeared 
before the senate finance committee. 

This plan, which sharply diverges in many 
respects from that of President Wilson con- 
templating bank ownership and partial gov- 
ernment control, has revolutionized the situa- 
tion with respect to prospective banking and 
currency legislation. 


Senators Favor the Plan. 

A poll of the committée following the ex- 
amination of Mr. Vanderlip disclosed a clear 
majority in favor of the adoption of the 
scheme he favored. Senators O'Gorman, 
Hitchcock, and Reed, Democrats; Bristow, 
Progressive Republican; and Weeks, Nel- 
son, and McLean, Republicans, made no se- 
cret of their approval of the fundamental 
principles described by Mr. Vanderlip. Sena- 
tor Crawford, Progressive Republican, also 
is understood to favor the plan. 

Thus eight of the twelve members of the 


committee have lined up solidly behind the 


New York banker’s proposition. 

Senators Hollis, Shafroth, and Pomerene 
admitted that the Vanderlip proposal has 
merit, but with Senator Owen are éxpected 
to stand for the president’s bill unless the 
president releases them. 


Vanderlip’s Advocacy a Surprise. 

The tremendous effect produced on the 
committee by Mr. Vanderlip’s advocacy of 
publicly owned, government controlled bank 
was due to the fact that none of the mem- 
bers believed a leading New York banker 
ever would accept either proposition. 

As a matter of fact, the plan is that of 
Senator O'Gorman, and has been advocated 
by him and by Senators Bristow, Reed, and 
Hitchcock daily for the last two weeks. These 
senators claim the plan is superior to that 
presented by the president because it is con- 
ceded that a central bank with branches 
would be stronger, more economical, and of 
far greater service to the public than the 
regional banks would be. 

Mr. Vanderlip told the committee today 
that since he appeared before it some time 
ago he had worked out the details of the plan 
suggested to him in accordance with the com- 
mittee’s request. 


Differences in Two Plans. 

The fundamental differences between the 
O'Gorman and the president's plans are as 
follows: 

1. The O’Gorman plan establishes a cen- 
tral bank with branches instead of the 

proposed regional reserve banks proposed 
by the president. 

2. The O’Gorman plan provides for pub- 
lic ownership of all the stock of the in- 
stitution instead of bank ownership of 
the regional reserve banks as proposed by 
the president. 

3. The O’Gorman plan assures absolute 
government control of the central inati- 
tution and of all its branches, instead of 
government control of a central board 
with restricted powers and absolute bank 
control of the regional banks, as provided 
by the president's bill. 


President Refuses Comment, 

President Wilson was informed this after- 
noon of the attitude adopted by Mr. Van- 
derlip and the tremendous effect produeed 
by his views upon the senate committee. He 
refused, however, to make any comment. 

His silence was not without significance, 
inasmuch as he declared a week ago that he 
would not consider the O'Gorman plan tor 
a moment because he regarded it in conflict 
with the declaration of the Democratic plat- 
form against the Aldrich plan of centralized 
contro) of the banking system by bankers. 
This declaration, incidentally, was only 
against a central bank.

Says Election Will Be Fair and 
Resents Interference by 
United States.

Mexico City, Oct. 23.—Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta, provisional president of Mexico, 
made a statement today, which afterwards 
was read in the presence of all the members 
of the diplomatic corps and the cabinet min- 
isters. 

In this statement Gen. Huerta gave his 
most solemh assurance that the sole use thaf 
he has made, or will make, of his power a 
interim president is, first, to establish peace 
in the republic, and, second, to comply with 
the law of his country in holding fair elec- 
tions, so that the choice of the Mexican peo- 
ple, whoever it may be, shall be installed ip 
power. 

For Safety of Foreigners. 

Gen. Huerta said his government was de- 
termined at all costs to protect the lives and 
interests of foreigners in Mexico, but that 
the government was equally determined that 
the domestic affairs of Mexico shall be set- 
tled by the Mexicans themselves, 

He referred to the president of the United 
States in terms of greatest respect and ex- 
pressed unbounded admiration for the peo- 
ple and institutions of the United States. 

He pointed out with great emphasis that 
the difference between the people of Mexico 
and the people of the United States was a 
diffedence so inherent and fundamental in 
the character of the two races as to make 
it entirely impossible to apply to the people 
of Mexico American methods in the evolu- 
tion of a democratic government for his 
country. 


People Need Educating. 
“The best government Mexico has ever 
had, Gen. Huerta continued, has been a 
government by the few, and it will be a long 
time before Mexico is able to have any other 
kind: of government. It will require many 
years to bring the country to a point where 
millions of men will be able to go to the 
polls and cast a ballot and abide by the re- 
sult of that ballot. 
What the people of the whole world want 
for oo is that it shall have not a gov- 
oned upon the lines of the gov- 
England, the United States, Ger-

to the needs of the people of Mexico, satis- 
factory to the people of Mexico, and able to 
maintain the peace of the country and protect 
the vast interests which foreign nations have 
at stake in the country.

Vera Cruz, via Galveston, Oct. 28.—The 
steamship Morro Castle of the Ward line is 
held up here with the guns of a Mexican 
gunboat trained on it.

GRAVE SITUATION SEEN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct, 28.—An atmosphere 
of gravity and somber silence enveloped the 
Mexican situation ‘here tonight, not only with 
mgard to the dissatisfaction of the United 
States at Great Britain's attitfide, but as to 
the critical state of affairs in Mexico City as 
the election of Oct. 26 drawe near.

PRIESTSSTOP ‘DEPORTERS’ 


DUBLIN, Oct. 23.—Mrs. Lucille Rand, a 
resident of London and a daughter of Henry 
T. Gage of California, formerly governor of 
that state and ex-American minister to Por- 
tugal, was arraigned in the Kingstown po- 
lice court here today charged with kidnaping 
two boys under the age of 14. 

The case was adjourned until Oct. 29 and 
Mrs. Rand was released on bail. 

The charges against Mrs, Rand aroge out 
ot the scheme to provide homes in England 
for children of the Dublin transport work- 
ers, who have been on strike since the begin- 
ning of September. 


Mrs, Montefiore Arrested. 

Mrs. Monteftore, prominent in philanthropic 
circles in London, was arrested tonight on a 
similar charge as that lodged against Mrs. 
Rand. Barlier in the day she asked the mag- 
istrate to permit her to be made defendant 
instead of Mrs. Rand, who she said was act- 
ing in her behalf. 

This request was refused, but when she 
attempted to take some children on board a 
boat tonight she was stopped by Irish priests 
and her arrest followed. 

She declared the children are being removed 
by purely humanitarian motives and not in 
an effort to deprive them of their faith as al- 
leged by the priests. 

The scheme to remove the children to Eng- 
land is supported by James Larkin, head of 
the Transport Workers’ union and leader of 
the strike, but is bitterly opposed by Arch- 
bishop Walsh and the Catholic clergy as cal- 
culated to deprive the children of their faith. 

Priests qurprised the deporters as they 
were embarking the children on boats bound 
for England, and in many cases the clergy 
prought the children ashore again.

McWeeny Old Friend of Mayor. 

John McWeeny was appointed chief of 
police because he was Mayor Harrison's 
fricnd. No politician vouched for him and 
his selection for the job was due entirely to 
his personal pulli with the mayor. 

This friendship is said to have begun dur- 
ing Harrison's first administration in 1897. 
The Rev. J. Q. A. Henry had made the mayor 
smart under a series of attacks. Mr. Harri- 
son reccived a tip that the Rev. Mr. Henry 
left Oakland, Cal., rather hurriedly before 
coming to Chicago. The mayor called on Mc- 
Weeny to investigate. He went to Oakiand. 
When he returned the Rev. Mr. Henry left 
Chicago. 

During the last mayoralty campaign Me- 
Weeny was transferred twice for “ pernicious 
activity by Chief of Police Leroy T. Stew- 
ard. It was found that McWeeny was de- 
voting his time on duty and off working for 
the election of Harrison.

SAYS ATTITUDE ON SOCIAL EVIL 
LED TO M’WEENY RESIGNATION. 


Dr. W. A. Evans Declares Police Offi- 
cials Fail to See That Chicago’s 
Ideas on Vice Have Changed. 


In an address before the Men's club of the 
Hyde Park Presbyterian church last night 
Dr. W. A. Evans, Health Editor of THE 
TRIBUNE, attributed inferentially the with- 
drawal of Chief McWeeny to his attitude on 
the vice question and the reopening of the 
south side levee. 

„ Chicago is changing.“ he said. The old 
ideas on some subjects have given way to 
the new ideas. The opinions of a few years 
ago. are not present opinions. Some admin- 
istrative officials, particularly the police, fail 
to see that Chicago, which twenty years ago 
was satisfied with conditions of the time, is 
no longer satisfied with them. 

Every little while one of these officials 
gets lopped. off. And one of the conditions 
that is impossible today is that which pre- 
vailed in the matter of open vice of the past.“ 

Dr. Evans’ remarks, heard by about 500 
men, dealt almost entirely with the vice ques- 
tion and modern answers to it. He mentioned 
that since January venereal diseases had 
been made reportable in New Tork. 


HOLDS UP “LEVEE” LICENSES 
FOR APPROVAL OF HARRISON. 
City Collector Outlines Course He 


Will Take in Regard to the Former 
“Redlight” District, 


Unless the specific approval of Mayor Har- 
rison is obtained no more saloon licenses will 
be issued by City Collector Edward Cohen 
for thé former “ levee district.“ 

The mayor has given instructions to this 
effect to Mr. Cohen. As a consequence re- 
quests for the reissuance of licenses in the 
locality are held up. 

The mayor's action is in line with his often | 
repeated assertion that he intends to keep | 


the lid on in the red light district.“ 


Several hundred saloonkeepers have ap- 
plied to Cohen for their licehses to cover the 
six months’ period beginning Nov: 1. More 
than $1,000,000 has been received. No change 
has been made in the system of issuing li- 
censes, in spite of the decision of the Su- 
preme court on the Harkin ordinance.

Reuben Gold Thwaites, Who Helped 
Select Historical Nomenclature for 
Chicago, Taken by Death. 


Reuben Gold Thwaites, many of whose sug- 
estions for Chicago street names in the re- 
ent movement for a more historical nomen- 
lature were adopted, died on Wednesday at 
he Madison, Wis., general hospital of heart 
isease. He was 60 years old. 

Mr. Thwaltes served as secretary and super- 
atendent of the Wisconsin Historical society 
.nd a member of cther learned societies. He 
wrote “On Historical Waterways" and a 
biography of George Rogers Clark, besides 
‘umerous papers on historical subjects. 

He made more than 200 suggestions for 
Shicago street names to the joint commit- 
tees of the City club and the Association of 
Commerce.

‘| Carnegie Commissioners Find 
Troops of All Armies Were 
Guilty of Crimes. 


SERVIA FOUGHT INQUIRY. 


Only Interested Nation That 
Hampered Investigation; Bul- 
garia Helps Visitors. 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—Troops of all the warring 
Balkan states committed gross atrocities, ac- 
cording to the evidence gathered by the in- 
ternational Carnegie commission in its 
searching inquiry just ended. 

Servia did its utmost to prevent an yn- 
hampered investigation and no inquiries were 
permitted except in the presence of a Servian 
military attaché. This attitude reduced the 
commission's work in Servia practically to 
nothing and produced a bad impression on 
the commission, which in other places, where 
it was allowed freedom to investigate, learned 
that faults were committed by all one bel- 
ligerents. 

Bare Vengeance of Greeks, 

One of the noteworthy tasks was the 
minute examination and verification by the 
commissioners of the famous packet of let- 
ters from Greek soldiers captured by the Bul- 
garians containing horrible des riptions of 
how Greek soldiers “avenged themselves 
on Bulgarians who fell into their hands. 

The commission believes that it has estab- 
lished the authenticity of these letters. 

Other documents testify that the Greeks 
occasionally made use of the forbidden dum- 
dum bullet, and show also the misdeeds of 
Bulgarians and other belligerents. The in- 
quiry did not extend to the Roumanians. 

In Bulgaria, where the opinion is that Bul- 

garia has been abominably treated by the for- 
elen press and other belligerents scarcely 
biamed for their misdeeds; the fullest in- 
quiry was invited and every possible facility 
for investigation was given to the commis- 
sion. 
Turkey Aids in Inquiry, 

Turkey also gave the commission every 
facility for inquiry. The government of 
Greece did likewise. 

Baron d' Estournelles de Constant of the 
commission says that the report will not 
dwell at great length on the distressing story 
of misdeeds in the Balkans, which after all do 
net prove so much against the belligerents as 
egainst wer itself.“

shut out from any direction of the develop- 
ment of the system in the future. 

A publicly owned and government con- 
trolled bank, it is pointed out, can be made 
to serve the best interests of the public as 
those interests are made apparent and the 
need for changes in methods and practices 
are understood. 


Plan Proposed by Vanderlip. 

The plan proposed by Mr. Vanderlip is as 
follows: , 

The government is to grant a charter to 
the Federal Reserve Bank of the United 
titates, with capital stock of 6100, 000, 000, the 
charter to extend for a period of fifty years. 
Ihe bank is to have twelve branches and 
such sub-branches as designated by the 
board of the Reserve bank. 

The president will appoint a committee 
of five to be designated as the Federal Re- 
serve bank organization committee.’ The 
stock of the Federal Reserve bank may 
either be subscribed for entirely by the gov- 
ernment or offered for public subscription, 
al national banks to be liable for the pur- 
chase of their pro rata proportion of any 
stock not taken by the public. 

“ The stock shall have no voting power and 
no rights of any kind shall attach to it a- 
cept to receive dividends. The Federal Re- 
serve bank will be wholly under the man- 
agement of a board of seven directors to be 
appointed by the president with the advice 
and consent of the senate, with terms of | 
fourteen yeara, but the first board to be clas- 
sified and the term of one director to expire 
| every two years. 


Trained:Men as Directors. 


The bill should provide that the president 
will select men qualified by experience and 
training for the proper discharge of the 
duties imposed and make no appointments in 
order to confer political rewards. At least 
three of the members should be recognized 
to have had wide financial and banking ex- 
perience. . 

“ Appointments are to be distributed geo- 
graphically. The president will designate 
one director as governor, who will be chief 
executive officer of the bank, and another as 
deputy governor. Members of the board will 
automatically retire at the age of 70. 

“The board of the Federal Reserve bank 
shall appoint for each branch an executive 
committee of seven members. Atleast three 
of the members of the executive committee 
shall have had wide banking and financial 
experience. The term of office of the mem- 
bers of the executive cornmittee will be seven 
years. One member will be designated chair- 
man and one vice chairman. 

“All actions of the executive committee 
will be subject to the approval of the board 
of the bank. Each executive committee will 
elect a president and other executive officers 
who have no official or financial relation 
with any other bank. 


Plans for Safe Surplus. 

The earnings of the bank shall, in case 
the government subscribes to all the stock, 
be first devoted to an accumulation of a 
éurplus of 20 per cent and thereafter one- 
half of the earnings will be devoted to a 
further increase of the surplus until it 
reaches 50 per cent, and the other one-half 
go to the government. After the surplus has 
reached 50 per cent all the earnings will go 
to the government. ‘ 


| 


to an accumulation of a surplus equal to 20 
per cent of the capital, after which one-half 
of the earnings will go to the government and 
one-half be devoted to the accumulation of a 
further surplus until the surplus reaches 50 
per cent of the capital. Thereafter all the 
earnings beyond the dividend requirement 
will go to the government. All earnings re- 
ceived by the government will be devoted to 
the retirement of the government yedt. 


Government to Be Biggest Customer. 


“The customers of the bank shall be the 
government and qualified member banks, 
which will include all national banks and 
may include state banks and trust companies. 
The government shall deposit all of its gen- 
eral funds with the bank and constitute the 
bank its flscal agent. a . 

“The reserve requirement for national 
banks will be so changed to transfer all re- 
serve away from correspondent banks now 
acting as reserve agents. The reserve requiré- 
ment will be the same for all member banks 
and shall be ultimately 12 per cent. 

„The reserve to de held by the Federal 
Reserve bank shall never be less than 50 
per cent of its demand liabilities, including 
note issue in gold or lawful money. 

“The board of the Federal Reserve bank 
may, in an emergency, suspend all reserve 
requirements for thirty days and continue 
such suspension for periods of fifteen days. 

“ The bank may buy self-liquidating paper 
in a domestic market and may buy in the 
fcreign markets prime banker's bills. 

The bank may also deal in gold bullion and 
coin, and in obligations of the United States 
government and its insular possessions. 


Minimum Rate of Discount. 


“The board of the Federal Reserve bank 
shall establish a minimum rate of discount. 

„The Federal Reserve bank shall be au- 
thorized to issue its circulating notes, se- 
cured by the segregation of rediscounted 
paper, with the same qualities as the present 
national bank notes. | | 

„The Federal Reserve bank shall offer 
to purchase 2 per cent bonds of the United 
States deposited to secure circulating notes 
of national banks at par. 

“The bill should provide for a national 
clearing house. The charter rights of na- 
tional banks should be enlarged to permit 
‘branches within the city in which the banks 
are located, branches abroad, general trust 
company functions. 

„ National banks shall have the right to 
accept drafts of a character to be defined up 
to an amount equal to one-half of their cap- 
ital. State banks and trust companies may 
be admitted to membership. 

“ The circulating notes of the Federal Re- 
serve bank shall be a first lien on all the as- 
sets of the bank. The Federal Reserve bank 
shall have a first lien upon the assets of 
member benks for any indebtedness due from 
them. 

‘The Federal Reserve bank shall be ex- 
empt from all federal and state taxes except 
taxes upon real estate. The stock of the 
Federal Reserve bank and the dividends 
thereon shall likewise be free from all taxes.”

Motor Boat Pilot Battles in 
Whirlpool When Craft Be- 
comes Disabled.

RESCUED BY A SWIMMER. 


— — 


Volunteer Goes Out with Line 
and Boat and Men Are 
Hauled Ashore. 


Niagara Falls, N. T., Oct. 23.—Over four 
hours in the grasp of the whirlpool in a small 
motorboat, Peter W. Langeard of Detroit 
was rescued tonight more dead than alive. 
He was taken to a hotel on the Canadian 
side, where it was said he would recover with- 


were badly shattered by his trying ordeal. 

Langeard made the trip through the whirl- 
pool rapids from the Maid of the Mist landing 
on the Canadian side to the whirlpool to fur- 
nish a subject for a moving picture film. The 
trip had been made severa! times before with- 
out mishap. 


is Langeard navigated the rapids safely, but 


when he swung into the whirlpool driftwood 
clogged the propeller of his boat and he was 
powerless to bring the craft out of the vortex. 


Battles Whirlpool Three Hours. 
For nearly three hours he endeavored to 
clear the propeller by leaning over the stern 
of the boat, but the driftwood was so tightly 
jammed he could not remove it. Time after 
time the prow of the little craft was sucked 
down into the whirling watcrs and the stern 
was lifted high in the air. 

To the hundreds that lined both shores at 
dusk it seemed he must lose his fight. When 
darkness closed in over the gorge headlights 
were taken from trolley cars along the Cana- 
dian side and in their glare the crowds 
watched the fight for life. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock Fred Preston of 
Niagara Falis, Ont., volunteered to swim 
out with a life line attached to his waist. 
Langeard, by this time cxhausted, lay still 
in the bottom of the boat which bobbed 
around in the vortex like a cork. 


Rescuers and Boat Pulled Ashore. 

The crowd, numbering nearly 1,000, cheered 
when Preston struck out for the rescue. Half 
way out his life line became entangled in drift- 
wood and he was compelled to return to shore. 
On the second attempt he reached the side 
of the boat. He was afraid to climb into the 
craft half filled with water. Clinging to the 
side of the boat he called out to the rescuers 
on shore to pull. 

The swinging of the boat around the whirl- 
pool made the task of pulling on the line at the

Our chiefs of police are cast all in one 
mold and they are all of one kind. Superf- 
elally, they may have the saucy beard and 
insouciance of Joe Kipley or the sandy dour- 
ness of McWeeny, but essentially they are 
all the same, and they come to the same end, 
which is failure. 

McWeeny, like every other chief whose 
name can be remembered, never knew that 
things were other than they seem at Jack-

The circumstances of his misery were

_ The passage of a law explicitly authoriz-

_ dage, and city authorities between Chicago 
and the state line will have been useless un- 
less the public along the north shore takes 
enough interest to induce the local authori- 
ties to act.

_ @tead of worldly wise ways and manners by 
dur young girls lend a coolness to our ciy- 

Uiration which it could profitably lose. 


DEMOS AND THE DEMAGOGUE. 
The people of a New York assembly dis- 
‘trict who are making a hero of William Sul- 
ger and propose to send him to the New York 
legislature as their representative are illus- 
trating democracy at its worst. They are 
making ammunition for the enemies of their 
@wn class, but they do not know it. 

And they are no more foolish, shortsighted, 
and morally fuddled than the learned sena- 
tors, and editors, and business men, disclosed 
and undisclosed, who backed Lorimer and 
Lorimerism.

For the folly of the people of this New 
Work district there is more excuse than for 


the folly of those prosperous and worldly 


Britain over Mexico wil! minimize itself, but 
it contains all the elements of the most 
serious and mischievous misunderstanding 
which has arisen between the two govern- 
ments since the Venezuelan controversy. 

We can leave the political morality of the 
British action to the British conscience. We 
are not the keeper of the one nor the guar- 
dian of the other. The aptest remark on the 
subject has been made by the London Globe, 
which suggests that the “ over hasty recog- 
nition of Provisional President Huerta was 
in marked contrast to th> dignified delay in 
recognizing King Peter of Servia.” 

Peter did not kill Alexander and Draga; 
he was not the military hand of the mur- 
dered king; he merely succeeded to the 
throne, surrounded by regicides, but the of- 
fense was one against monarchy, and even 
in democratic England there remains some 
of the ability to shudder when the person 
of royalty is touched. Great Britain was 
the only European nation not represented 
at the coronation of Peter. For three years 
it had no relations with Servi. 

The offense of Huerta was one against 
democracy in a faraway land where democ- 
racy is a weak,.crawling infant. Peter of 
Servia was made to feel that he wasa pariah, 
and Great Britain helped to convince him of 
his condition. Huerta is made to feel that 
he is a patriotic Mexican, and Great Britain 
accepts him as such. 

If this morality did not have the most 
hurtful effect upon the United States it 
would be no affair of ours, but Mexican dis- 
orders are the closest and gravest perils to 
our peace. Our small army has been concen- 
trated against Mexico fora year. Two ad- 
ministrations have prayed that they might 
exercise the wise diplomacy which would 
keep American soldiers out of this southern 
country, knowing the hateful and wasteful! 
work which might have to be done if insanity 
south of the Rio Grande and folly north of it 
prevailed for a single day. 

Our government has been firm and as 
tactful as it could be without compromising 
not only justice but the pest material inter- 
ests of the United States and Mexico. With- 
out compromising not only one but both, it 
cannot recognize the work done in Mexico 
when Madero and Suarez were deposed and 
butchered. We cannot have Mexico con- 
stantly threatening us with war, and it is 
ludicrous to think that the sort of govern- 
ment now existing in Mexico, set up as it 
was, and threatened as it is, promises any- 
thing else than constant menace. 

Great Britain's reply to our protests 
against the encouragement given Huerta is 
a statement of its belief that Mexico re- 
quires a strong dictator who will maintain 
peace, and that Huerta so serves. In what 
manner has he served? He has no control 
over the northern states, and has not had 
from the day he killed Madero. Mexicohas 
not had a moment of peace or quiet under 
him. When lawlessness breeds law and as- 
sassination suckles good government, Mex- 
ico, with military adventurers fighting for 
control, will have peace. 

It is suggested, by British wisdom, that 
the difficulties in Mexico are created by rival 
oil interests; that the American capitalists 
have not been able to control Huerta, and, 
therefore, the American government with- 
holds the light of its countenance from the 
provisional president. This amiable sug- 
gestion defeats itself. If concessions to 
American capital could bring the support of 
the American government to Huerta, the 
American minister would have presented his 
credentials to the Mexican government long 
ago. Huerta will trade concessions for help. 
The Pearson syndicate is favored by 
Huerta and British recognition follows. If 
there be an oil controlled diplomacy, it is 
British. 

The disposition of the British government 
toward Mexico is revealed in acts unfriendly 
to the United States, acts which support the 
man whose retirement is needed for the re- 
establishment of peace and the restoration 
of constitutional processes without which 
we cannot have a pacific neighbor. 3 

Great Britain cannot hope that the United 
States will be patient when it discovers the 
increase in its own difficulties caused by the 
efforts of the British foreign office to aid 
British capital abroad. 

Our embarrassments in Mexico have 
threatened war. Great Britain multiplies 
our embarrassments.

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TO TEACH MILK ECONOMY. 

HEN the city dweller complains 

of the milk, accusing the milk 

dealers and producers of care- 

lessness, these gentlemen common- 

ly come back by saying that the 
city dweller does not know how to keep 
milk when he gets it. 

This charge has a good deal of truth in 
it. Sometimes when he knows how he falls 
down because his flat is equipped with no 
ice boxx or a poor one. Even when he knows 
how to keep milk unsoured for a day, that 
is the limit of what he knows about milk. 
He does not know how to sour the surplus 
milk to make cottage cheese or curd, or how 
to make curd or whey into milk dishes. 


— 

Dr. Pearson of the Iowa Agricultural 
college is sending Miss MacKay of its home 
economics department, and Dr. James of the 
University of Illinois is sending Miss Bevier 
from its home economics department to the 
dairy show. These ladies are to give free 
demonstrations at some time during each 


day of the show. 


The first group of demonstrations will 
show how milk should be kept in the home, 
provision for protecting it from the time the 
milkman leaves it until it is taken in, proper 
milk utensils, proper cleaning of hotties, 
proper ice box conditions, home pasteuriza- 
tion, home sterilization, how to modify milk, 
how to prepare milk for baby feeding, and 
the production and use of buttermilk. 

The second group of demonstrations is on 
how to use sour and skim milk—skim milk 
in bread, skim milk in sherbets, cottage 
cheese, lacto. 

The third group of demonstrations will 
show how to make milk up into many dif- 
ferent kinds of food. 


— 

In the development of the milk industry 
emphasis has been put on the cream. There- 
fore, cream, for the food values it contains, 
sells for a pretty good price. The uses of 
cream in making foods is well understood. 

Skim milk is the Cinderella of the milk 
family. It has always been neglected. In 
New York for years it was against the law 
to buy or sell skim milk. 

For the food values it contains, skim milk 
sells at an extremely reasonable price. The 
people do not know much about making 
skim milk into different kinds of foods. 

Practical demonstrations in the care of 
milk and in its use will be the task of Miss 
Mackay and Miss Bevier.

IR JAMES BALFOUR PAUL’S recent 

action in imposing, by virtue of his 

office as Lyon king of arms, a fine 

upon an individual at Edinburgh for 

using armorial bearings, assumed 
without due warrant, serves to call attention 
to the fact that Scotland, like Germany, Aus- 
tria and Russia, deals severely with usurpa- 
tions of this nature. 

In Scotiand the Lyon king, as principal 
heraldic officer of the kingdom of Scotland 
and as executive officer of its court of chiv- 
alry, has the right to impose fines amount- 
ing up to $500 in such instances, as well as 
to confiscate all gold and silver plate, porce- 
lain, carriages, automobiles, harness, liv- 
eries, even stained glass windows and orna- 
mental iron gates on which armorial bear- 
ings are displayed for the use of which no 
official warrant can be produced, 


~ : 

On this side of the Atlantic, where the 
newly rich are so apt to assume as their 
own any armorial devices that may strike 
their fancy when offered for their inspection 
by their stationer, their silversmith, or by 
the venders of their automobiles, their car- 
riages and harness, it is well that this pro- 
vision of Scottish law should be widely 
known, in view of the numbers who cross 
the ocean each summer to spend the fall in 
the Land of Cakes. Many of them lease 
shooting lodges and castles in the highlands 
for the season. 

Of course, Lyon king of arms does not 
maintain, as in olden times, a large staff of 
pursuivants for the purpose of running to 
earth offenders against the heraldic laws of 
Scotland. But it only needs the spitework 
of some envious neighbor, discontented em- 
ployé, or discharged servant to mate trouble. 

If he or she chooses to lodge information 
with Lyon king of arms at Edinburgh that 
dignitary has no alternative but to inveati- 
gate the case, and, if the charge proves to 
be well founded, to proceed against the of- 
fender. 

It must be thoroughly understood that 
these laws apply also to foreigners in Scot- 
land as well as to natives, especially if the 
arms usurped without warrant are those of 
Scotch, English, or Irish families. 


— 

South of the Tweed the laws against the 
assumption of arm without the warrant of 
the Royal College of Heralds at London are 
severe. But there are no longer the former 
penalties. They have become obsolete, and 
the result is that there is a good deal of dis- 
honesty in this respect. 

The only check which the government ts 
able to maintain is by the enforcement of the 
statute providing for the taxation of all 
armorial bearings, and persons are constant- 
ly being heavily fined for neglecting to pay 
this impost. 

In Germany-and Austria the illegal assump- 
tion of armorial bearings is punishable not 
only by heavy fine but even by imprison- 
ment. 

In France there are no longer any laws 
dealing with this matter, and the conse- 
quence is that some of the great nobles, to 
prevent the theft of their heraldic devices by 
strangers of wealth but of more or less 
doubtful antecedents, have been taking the 
precaution of registering their family es- 
cutcheons as trademarks. 

This is the only protection which the mem- 
bers of the old aristocracy can invoke against 
the piracy of the historic quarterings of their 
houses by parvenus and even by queens of 
the demi-monde.

The office of Lyon king of arms is one of 
the oldest of the state in Scotland, having 
been in existence as far back as in the 
twelfth century. 

In 1388 its holder, bearing the title of leo 
rex heraldorum—that is to say, Lion king 
of the heralds—is recorded as having fallen 
at the battle of Otterburn. 

At a later date Lord Drummond not only 
forfeited his vast estates but was likewise 
imprisoned for years in Blackness castle in 
punishment for the outrage which he had 
perpetrated in boxing the ears of the Lyon 
king of arms of his day, whose person was 
considered sacred. 


The office is today housed in what is known 


as the Old Register house at Edinburgh, and 
it has a wonderful collection of archives, 
extending over a period of eix centuries. 

Sir James’ heralds bear the titles of Albany, 
Rothesay, and Ross, respectively, while his 
four pursuivants are styledasfollows: Uni- 
corn, March, Carrick, and Scot. 

Sir James has beén Lyon king of arms for 
the last twenty-three years, is a member 
of the Scottish bar, and the author of a 
series of remarkable contributions to the 
history of the northern kingdom. 


~ 

Sir Courtenay Ilbert, who is now engaged 
in delivering a series of lectures on consti- 
tutional history in New York at Columbia 
university, and who will visit several other 
cities in the United States and Canada before 
returning home, has been for many years 
chief clerk of the house of commons at West- 
minster. 

As such he takes a conspicuous though a 
silent part in the election of the speaker of 
the house of commons at the commencement 
of its parliamentary existence after each gen- 
eral election. 

Sir Courtenay as chief clerk, when the house 
has assembled, after bowing towards the 
empty speaker's chair from his place at the 
table just below, turns toward the premier 
and, without uttering a word, impressively 
points three fingers at him. 

The prime minister, in response, rises and 
proposes the election to the speakership of 
the previous incumbent of that office; or, if 
he declines the election, puts forward some 
other candidate whose name has usually 
been already agreed upon with the leader of 
the opposition, who generally seconds the 
nomination. 

There being no objection raised to the 
candidate thus nominated and seconded. Sir 
Courtenay, after the lapse of two minutes. as 
indicated by the old fashioned sand glass on 
the table before him, rises ffom his seat at 
the table and once more silently and solemn- 
ly points with three of his fingers at the suc- 
cessful candidate. 

The latter then rises from his seat in the 
body of the house and, addressing Sir 
Courtenay by name, expresses his apprecia- 
tion of the honor conferred upon him, re- 
questing that he may have the support of 
every member without which the speaker 
can do nothing, but having which there is 
little that he cannot do.“ 

As soon as the speaker elect has con- 
cluded his little speech, to which, by the bye, 
Sir Courtenay is not allowed to reply, the 
prime minister smiles across the house to 
the leader of the opposition, whereupon both 
arise from their seats and conduct the new 
speaker to the speakers chair. 

When the speaker has thus reached the 
chair, Sir Courtenay, again without uttering 
a word, beckons to the sergeant-at-arms to 
withdraw the mace of office [denounced by 
Cromwell as that bauble ] from beneath 
the table, which. position it has until then 
ignominiously occupied, and cause him to 
place it on the table in token that the 
speaker is duly installed. 

The mace is the instrument of office of 
the speaker, and it is borne before him 
whenever he leaves or enters the house of 
commons in procession.

Sir Courtenay, who is a knight grand cross 
of the Order of the Bath, is by virtue of his 
office as clerk of the house of commons the 
head of the permanent staff of the lower 
chamber; is the principal legal adviser of 
the speaker; enjoys a salary of $10,000 a 
year, and a handsomely furnished and state- 
ly official residence, lighted; heated, and kept 
in repair by the government in the palace of 
Westminster. . 

He is chairman of the statute law par- 
Hamentary committee; has been counsel to 
the British treasury, and spent several years 
in India as head of the department of law 
at Calcutta and as president of the vice- 
regal council. 

He is married to a niece of Dean Bradley of 
Westminster abbey, and his son-in-law, 
George Young of Formosa on the Thames.

LIFE LINES AT SBA. 

Chicago, Oct. 23.—| Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Referring to the editorial discussion in 
a recent edition of THE TRIBUNE regarding 
the mechanical difficulties attendant upon 
maintaining a life line between two ships 
at sea during a storm, I wish to express my 
agreement with the view taken by Tus 
TRIBUNE and Mr. Rowntree. In “this con- 
nection I am submitting a sketch giving a 
general idea of a simple equipment for main- 
taining uniform tension in such a life line. 

Apparatus consists of set of triple falls, the 
running end of which extends as life line 
to the distant ship in distress. These falls 
are to carry a heavy weight sufficient to bal- 
ance the required tension in the life line. 
Variation in the length of the life line due to 
motion of ships would thus be taken up in 
the falls by the rise and fall of the weight. 
With triple falls and forty feet rise and fall 
of weight, 240 feet of variation in the length 
of the life line could be gained without dan- 
ger of breaking. A dead chain attached to 
the weight gives the required additional ten- 
sion as the life line is payed out and the 
weight rises. 

The mechanical details of the apparatus 
are, of course, a matter of some study, but 
are entirely practicable.

Mr. Jerome, with Deputy Attorney General 
Kennedy, appeared at the grand jury rom 
early today and did not leave the Criminal 
Courts building until late, taking with them 
a copy of the indictments, upon which they 
will tomorrow ask Gov.

Moses H. Grossman and Willard H. Olm- 
sted, representing Thaw, said they would do 
all in their power to resist the execution of 
the governor’s warrant on the legal ground 
that Thaw is insane and therefore cannot be 
tried for crime. 


May Secure Federal Writ. 

Should Gov. Felker of New Hampshire 

turn Thaw over to the New York authorities 
then counsel will resort to a federal vrit of 
habeas corpus. 

They also pointed out that under the in- 
dictment filed today Thaw’s presence is not 
needed to answer the indictment. Both law- 
yers called at the district attorney’s office 
to confirm the published report of the indict - 
ment of their client with the other men. Mr. 
Grossman said he only represented Thaw 
and spoke only in his behalf.

A judge should have no policy to main- 
tain and no project to carry through as a 
monument to his efforts. His duty is solely 
to administer the law as he finds it. He 
should know nothing of expediency, should 
know no man judicially. 

In selecting a judge nonpartisan methods 
should be employed and two things should 
be considered in judging the candidate—first, 
his character as a man, and, second, his at- 
tainments as a lawyer. These should be of

MILK DEALER ASKS INJUNCTION

A. Demaris Asserts Ordinance Provision 
for Recording Instrument, Ther- 
mometer, and Other Mechanisms. 


Intricate mechanism for the recording of 
pasteurized milk, as demanded under a city 
ordinance, has become the subject of an at- 
tack in a bill for an injunction filed in the 
Circuit court yesterday by A. Demaris, a 
dealer at 4410 Champlain avenue.

The bill is directed against Commissioner 
of Health Young, Edward Cohen, city col- 
lector; Francis D. Connery, city clerk; and 
the city of Chicago as a municipality. 

Demaris attacks the sections of the ordi- 
nance demanding the installation of a ther- 
mometer and a recording instrument, which 
is characterized as unjust and oppressive. 
It ia held there is no device yet on the market 
which will comply with the requirements, and 
that it is impossible to conduct the business 
and pasteurize milk in fina! containers where 
the record of the recording apparatus is to 
be kept in a locked chamber, the key for 
which is in the control of the commissioner 
of health.

NATIONAL RADIUM INSTITUT 
ORGANIZED TO CURB CANCER. 


Dr. Parsons of U. S. Bureau of Mines 
Says Philanthropic Men Are Behind 
Scheme—Europe Ueing Our Ore. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 23.—At the close of 
his address on “ radium” today before the 
American mining congress, Dr. Charles L. 
Parsons, in charge of the investigation of 
rare minerals for the United States bureau 
of mines, announced that a number of philan- 
thropic men interested in the application 
of radium in the cure of cancer and other 
malignant diseases have just completed 
the formation of an association to be known 
as the National Radium institute. 

Dr. Parsons made the statement that while 


the greater supply of radium making ores, 


in the world were found in the United States, 
this country had made little radium and that 
Europe was using our ores and “had gone 
far ahead of the United States in the de- 
velopment of radium for the cure of disease. 
It was to utilize American ores here and 
to place the United States in the van of 
radium research as a curative agent that the 
radium institute was formed. he said.

“Compared with the yeast bread the galt 
risin’ variety is more compact and of closer 
texture and has a more pungent flavor. When 
carefully made ft is extremely palatable and 
free from objectionable acid. It is especially 
tasteful to those who are accustomed to its 
use and should be very popular. Its digesti- 
bility. and nutritive value should be greater 
than those of ordinary breads, as compara- 


tively large amounts of acid formed in the 


process of fermentation would tend to mellow 
the gluten and render other of the constitu- 
ents of the flour more soluble. Its compact- 
ness and ability to remain fresh for some time 
may have the same effect oh its digestibility 
as ordinary fresh bread has; is, it may 
make it more difficult of digestion, because 
it tends to permit the Individual to swallow 
lumps of it without masticating them.”

| PAYMENTS SHUT OFF BY COUNCIL 


The Empire Voting Machine company filed 
suit for $325,000 yesterday in the federal dis- 
trict court against the city of Chicago. 

The company made a threat to this effect 
several weeks ago when it sold out to the 
Triumph Voting Machine company. At that 
time officers of the concern asserted they 
would take every legal means to collect the 
money due it. 

The action may have been precipitated by 
the public efficiency bureau, which last week 
joined with Maxwell Hdgar in a suit to pre- 
vent the payment of more money to the Em- 
pire company. This was after the council 
had unanimously passed a resolution “ di- 
recting Corporation Counsel Sexton to file 
a suit to annul the contract and regain the 
$188,500 already paid. 


Ignores Bxpression of Cotncil. 

Mayor Harrison has ignored this unani- 
mous expression of the council. Several 
months ago he vetoed an order directing the 
‘corporation counsel to defend any action 
brought by the company to compel a pay- 
ment for the machines.

Kirkland to be a straightforward young gen- 
tleman in every respect, and I personaliy 
don’t believe he is guilty. From my obser- 
vations of his conduct as a straightforward 
and conscientious lawyer I can’t believe him 
guilty.of the things charged against him.” 

Attorney Cecil Page, opposing counsel in 
the case, seconded the sentiments of the court 
by declaring the highest confidence in the 
integrity of his colleague.

Municipality Not Consulted.

The election board made the purchase with- 
out consulting the council or asking for an 
appropriation.

The finance committee of the council in- 
sisted upon an opinion from the corporation 
counsel before it would act upon the request 
of the election commissioners. The law de- 
partment advised the committee the election 
board had the power to incur the liability 
aud that the council was in duty bound to 
make the appropriation. 


Balked at Appropriation. 

When the matter was first put up to the 
council it declined to make the appropriation; 
the necessary majority vote of the council 
was lacking. That was in 1912. When the 
annual appropriation for this year was un- 
der consideration the allowance was stricken 
from, the appropriation bill. 

Despite this lack of appropriation, Dr. 
Howard Taylor, member of the election 
board, was quoted by the City News Bureau 
last night as saying: 

“In the annual appropriation of 1912 pro- 
vision for the payment of $188,000 to the 
company was made. The only reason the 
remainder due has not been paid is because 
there ise an injunction now operative in the 
Superior court which prevents the city from 
going ahead and paying the rest of the money 
that is due.” 


‘DILUTED SEWAGE’ QUENCHED 
THIRST OF RAIL PASSENGERS. 


Public Health Service Accuses Big Sys- 
tem, but Withholds Name Pending 
Drastic Reform. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—One great rail- 
road system has been furnishing drinking 
water to its passengers, which experts of 
the public health service have pronounced, 
after bacteriological examination, to be noth- 


chiefs, elective and appointive, in the efforts 
of the board to finish next year’s financial 
budget at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
Dec. 1.

Assessor M. K. Sheridan, Chair- 
man E. M. Board of the finance committee, 
Commissioner John B. Maloney, who pro- 
posed the departmental conference, and 
President McCormick were.among those who 
agreed imperatively needed tax reforms are 
only possible through a constitutional con- 
vention. 

Commissioner Maloney, who presided, an- 
nounced he would offer a resolution to the 
county board at its next meeting urging Gov.

The same reasons 
advanced recently by the Citizens’ associa- 
tion, together with the complex revenue laws, 
will be presented to the governor. 


Two Resolutions Adopted. 

Two resolutions were adopted by the con- 
ference. One offered by Mr. Sweitzer binds 
the department heads to coUperate in every 
way with the county board to curtail expenses 
and estimate financial needs at the earliest 
possible moment. The other pledges the 
commissioners not to attempt to boost the 
salary estimates made by the department 
heads. It was agreed lobbying by employés 
to have their salaries raised over the figures 
fixed by their chiefs would not be tolerated. 

County Clerk Sweitzer and his assistant, 
Deputy Controller Frank Ryan, asserted the 
people of Cook county are now taxed out of 
all proportion to the remainder of the state 
and that they could not expect any relief 
until the constitution is changed to unify 
the local taxing bodies. 


State Legislature Blamed. 
estimate the increase in our revenues 
this year will be about $2,000,000,"" Mr. Sweit- 
zer said.

The commission on city expenditures, Ald, 
Holding, Richert, Beilfuss, and Merriam, 
added to its personnel yesterday the three 
civil service commissioners, Harmon Camp- 
bell, Elton Lower, and John J. Flynn. With 
this addition was acquired the merit board’s 
power to issue subpcenas and administer 
oaths in obtaining testimony from witnesses. 

The real investigating—the collection of 
facts and data—will be under the supervision 
of the three supervisors of the efficiency bu- 
reau in the civil service commission, acting 
under the joint commission. The reportaare 
to be made by the joint commission with pro- 
vision for one or more minority reports. 


‘Merriam Causes a Storm. 

Prof. Merriam caused a storm. He ques 
tioned the efficiency of the proposed inquiry 
and the sincerity of his colleagues. He re- 
ferred to the action of the other three alder- 
men as a “ high handed procedure" which 
“packed the commission with administra- 
tion men,“ and then predicted a white- 
wash if he knew the color of calcimine.”’ 

He asserted that an “ oath should be used 
to bring out the truth,“ but that he feared it 
was going to be used to suppress the truth.” 

Ald. Beilfuss protested vigorously, saying 
that Mr. Merriam was going too far,“ and 
Ald. Richert told Merriam he is mistaken, 
if he believes himself to be Moses. 

Beilfuss thought it would be well to eo 
operate with the civiP service commission 
until it was clear that the inquiry was not 
going as it should. 

We will reserve the same right,” replied 
Elton Lower of the merit board. Our in- 
tegrity is as high as that of the city council 
or any four members of the council.” 


Commission Requests Meeting. 

The meeting of the four aldermen was 
called at the request of the civil service com- 
mission, which said that it had something im- 
portant to say.

GIVE LIST OF 20 DEMANDS. 


Mattick Replaces» White on Sox 
Team; Tris Speaker to Join 
Tourists Today.

Majer league baseball players, who are 
members of the Players“ Protective frater- 


} nity, have signed an agreement not to close 


contracts for the season of 1914 until after the 
annual meetings of the magnates at which 
certain “ suggestions and reforms, drawn 
by thc players, will be submitted to the men 
who pay them salaries. 

This round robin agreement contains the 

names of practically every member of the 
White Sox and Cubs, except the newest re- 
cruits. 
President Comiskey yesterday said that 
owing to the pressure of world tour business 
no efforts had been made to sign Sox players 
for next season. It was said that President 
Murphy had offered contracts to several of his 
players and had met a polite refusal. Owing 
to his absence from the city it was not poasi- 
ble to epniirm the report. 


Few Cubs to Be Affected. - 

Manager Johnny Evers, who forfeited his 
membership in the fraternity automatically 
when he became managt r. admitted he had 
heard of the players’ agreement. He pointed 
out, however, that it would not affect more 
than half a dozen of the Cubs regulars, as the 
others already had signed for next season 
under term contracts. 

Mr. Comiskey had not seen the player aug 
gestions,”” but said he understood some of 
them were fair and reasonable and others im- 
possible, but he refused to express an opinion 
because so many conflicting reports of what 
the players would ask had been circulated. . 

What purports to be a list of twenty de- 
mands to be presented by the players to the 
Antericafi league magnates in Chicago on 
Nov. 6, and the National league magnates in 
New York in December, was received in Chi- 
cago yesterday. 


List of “Suggestions.”
